Men go through hardships at camp, or in a deserted, or unfrequented 
country; cr in prospecting for treasure, that they would think themselves 
imposed upon to go through when faced with such an experience in ordi­ 
nary, everyday life. 
Ifs this same spirit that enters us—of adventure and discovery—that 
makes the nooks and crannies interesting to us. 
I went into a big city newspaper office and the publisher took me to a 
loom that was piled with old newspapers—some a hundred years old. I 
spent hours looking over those sheets that breathed of the past. I never 
go to New Orleans, St. Augustine, or to Charleston, South Carolina, w ith­ 
out .spending time in the quaint streets and out-of-the-way places in which 
these cities abound. No one should visit Quebec, Canada, without a trip 
through the old lower part of the city. 
As a boy I ransacked garrets for old stamps! I still retain the mem­ 
ory of many a thrill. Into nooks and crannies I poked around and dug into 
dusty shelves and dark corners. 
Ifs the unusual, the uncommented upon thing, that really contain the 
rarest interest, if we would but look into them. Hawthorne, in his Journal, 
wrote one of his most interesting pieces upon "A Back-window View in 
Reston, which was what he saw from the window from which he wrote 
day by day. Each day he would discover something new in some nook or 
erannie. 
We pass up so many glorious interests in life. We go around with our 
eyes open but blind! 
Take note of the nooks and crannies. They stir 
the imagination. They wake you up!

A new general order of the State Milk Control 
Board will be effective at 12:01 a. rn. Sunday. It 
establishes the retail prices of l l cents a quart 
and 7 cents a pint for milk distributed in Gettys­ 
burg and vicinity. 
The Milk Control Board ordered the new prices 
after hearings at which proof was given that the 
farmers shipping into this market were NOT re­ 
ceiving enough money to cover their production 
costs. 
As the result of short crops, Pennsylvania milk 
producers have been compelled to purchase far 
more feed than usual. General drought conditions 
have more than doubled the price of these feed­ 
stuffs. 
Because of the abnormally high cost of pro­ 
duction, many farmers in this district have been 
producing milk at a loss. 
Buyers from New 
York, New Jersey and Maryland, where prevail­ 
ing retail prices are higher than in Pennsylvania, 
have been offering prices above those previously 
established by the Control Board for milk ship­ 
ped into this district.
